The world was given a surprise on 
Saturday, March 13, by the sudden 


outbreak of a counter-revolution in 
Germany which had an immediate in- 
ttlal success, the Ebert Government 
fleecing from Berlin, first to Dresden 
and later to Stuttgart. This counter- 
revolution was engincered by the mili- 
tarists and the reactionary Prussians, 
and a new “Imperial” Government set 
up in Berlin under the chancellorship 
of Dr. Kapp, who was one of those 
who opposed the armistice in Novem- 
ber, 1918, and wished to continue the 
war after the abdication and flight of 
the Kaiser. He is a Prussian of the 
Prussians. General von Luettwitz, 
another Prussian, and one of the mili- 
tary governors of Belgium during the 
German occupation, was named com- 
mander-in-chief of the army. 

In an endeavor to defeat the aims 
of the military party, and a possible 
restoration of the monarchy, the 
Ebert Government called upon the 
Socialists and workmen of Germany 
to declare an immediate general strike 
and by tying up all means of trans- 
portation, coal mines, industries and 
business generally, cripple and nullify 
all efforts of the new Government. 
This was done, and with some effect, 
but at the time of writing it remains 
to be seen whether the horrors of 
elvil war can be. averted, Canflicts be- 
tween the troops and the populace are 
reported from a number of places. 
Prussia. may, sigle with one party, and 
other states, “like Saxony, with the 
other, thus leading to the break-up of 
the German confederation

ter Canada must, in view of her new 
national status, and the development 
of a large merchant marine of her 
own, provide protection for her own 
coasts and sea-borne commerce, but 
the question upon which opinion is 
sharply divided, both in the Cabinet 
and in Parliament, is whether a start 
should be made now, or the whole 
question postponed until national fin- 
ances are in better shape, and further 
knowledge is obtainable in regard to 
the plans of other nations. One thing 
is generally admitted, and that is that 
Canada cannot, with self-respect, con- 
tinue to rely solely upon naval pro- 
tection provided by the already over- 
burdened British taxpayer. 


Developments in the controversy in 
the United States Senate over the 
question of ratification of the Peace 
Treaty and acceptance by that coun- 
try of full membership in the League 
of Nations point to a second refusal 
on the part of that body to ratify, 
with the result that the whole ques- 
tion will become an issue in the Pre- 
sidential elections next November, 
thus largely overshadowing all purely 
domestic issues. Canada is deeply in- 
terested in the outcome, because : of 
the challenge made to Canada’s right 
to full membership and voting powers 
in the League of Nations by the Len- 
root amendment. The Canadian 
Government has made it clear both to 
Great Britain and the United States 
that it will never agree to any im- 
pairment of its rights, as a member 
of the League, that it will refuse to 
accept the Lenroot amendment, and 
that if it is accepted by other nations, 
Canada will be obliged to withdraw 
from the League. Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa and the other over- 
seas Dominions of the Empire sup- 
port Canada’s stand, and it is incon- 
ceivable that Great Britain will do 
otherwise than support the conten- 
tions of the Dominions, which are 
founded on right and justice. 

In proportion to population and 
wealth, Canada did far more towards 
winning the war than did the United 
States, and by the sacrifices of her 
people, the heroic deeds of her sol- 
diers and her outpouring of blood and 
treasure, not only in the last year of 
the war, but from the day Germany 
flung down a challenge to civilization, 
this Dominion won for herself a place 
of equality with all nations. Canada 
will never relinquish the rights she 
has won for herself, and, unlike so 
many people in the United States, 
Canadians do not shrink from accept- 
ance of the responsibilities which full

Turkish Capital 
Without Trouble 


_ Constantinople —The city was oc- 


@m vied by allied forces under General 


Sir George E. Milne, of the British 
army. This lotg-looked-for military 
demonstration by the allies against 
Turkey was cafried out with only one 
untoward happening, a serious clash 
at the war office, where the Turks re- 
sisted the allied troops. 

The excitement caused by the occu- 
pation quieted down before darkness, 
which brought absolute calm. 

The allies have occupied the minis- 
try of war and navy, and assumed 
control of posts, telegraphs and tele- 
phones, which have been temporarily 
suspended. Shipping also has been 
suspended. 

The landing of occupation forces 
was carried out under guns of the 
formidable fleet anchored in the Bos- 


phorus. 


The British dreadnought Benbow 
was moored at the Galata Quay, her 
guns trained on Stamboul. Another 
man-of-war faced the city in the 
Golden Horn, while all other war- 
ships in the Bosphorus were standing 
by with their decks cleared for action. 

Except in the instance stated, how- 
evet, there was no resistance. The 
population, in fact, showed little 
alarm, nor was there any = sign of 
panic except in one section of Stam- 
boul; as commanders of the allied 
troops brought their forces ashore. 

These forces included four thousand 
bluejackets and marines from British 
warships and contingents from all the 
allies represented.

Kapp Regime 
Is Ended After 
Short Control

Berlin,—After holding the reine of 
power for less than five days, Dr, 
Wolfgang Kapp, self-appointed chan- 
cellor and dictator, has retired from 


office and control, He resigned, and 
an official communication explained 
that the chancellor considered his 
mission fulfilled when the old gov- 
ernment decided to meet the most es- 
sential demands addressed to it. 

He was also moved to this action 
by the extreme necessity of the Fa- 
therland, which demanded union 
against the dangers of Bolshevism. 

The real circumstances of Kapp’s 
retirement are still shroaded in mys- 
tery, An important factor undoubted- 
ly is found in the deliberations of the 
under secretaries and the imperial 
council, which Major-General von 
Lucttwitz attended, The views of 
this conference were that both Kapp 
and von Leuttwitz withdrew in order 
to terminate an intolerable position, 

Von Luettwitz agreed.to this, but 
when he returned to the chancellor 
he allowed himself to be persuaded to 
change his mind and retain office. To 
him has been delegated the executive 
power by the former revolutionary 
chancellor, and it is difficult to say 
what will happen now that Von Luett- 
witz remains military dictator of Ber- 
lin, . 

Although the general strike dealt 
this government a mortal blow, the 
decisive fact is that Kapp and his 
supporters had no political prestige, 
their government being built only on 
machine guns, 

The statements made at these con- 
ferences gave a strange impression, 
and caused a suspicion that the cry 
of alarm about the Bolshevists was 
preliminary to the announcemient of 
retreat, The chief of the. press 
bureau warned the correspondents ag- 
ainst. showing themselves in the 
streets as a communist revolt was ex- 
pected hourly, 

That any kind of compromise is out 
of the question now is undoubted. 
President Ebert, of the old govern- 
ment, is strongly entrenched — at 
Stuttgart, where, according to. seml- 
official dispatches, the council of the 
empire met and unanimously approved 
the old government and strongly con- 
demned the military coup at Berlin,

Geriuan pre-war plans of military 
conquest and world domination have 
never been so frankly and: strikingly 
1dmitted as by a certain Rhenish sicel 
manufacturer in a pamphlet reprinted 
ecently in the Strassburger Neue Zci- 
tung 

This Herr Thyssen, asserts 
that the Kaiser's war policy was de- 
veloped as early as 1912; and the pam- 
phiet, written before the revolution ir 
Germany, is all the more'striking, ac 
cording to the Living Age, ftom th: 
fact that the author plainly admits 1) 
complicity, and stems to awaken 1 
consciousness of guilt only when 1s 
owh money bags are threatened, 

“When the Hohenzollerns wished 
to insure the support of the industrial 
and commercial world for the carry- 
ing out of their plans,” Herr Thyssen 
asserts, “the latter were placed before 
us as a simple business proposition. 
We were invited to support the kais- 
er’s war policy because it would be 
a profitable business for ourselves. 

“1 admit at once that I gave my 
assent to the war plan of the Hohen- 
sollerns when it was laid before the 
leading business men of Germany in 
1912-13. I was forced to ‘this deci- 
sion, as a niatter of fact, against my 
own will. In 1912 the house of Ho- 
henzollern regarded war as a neces- 
sity for the maintenance of the mili- 
tary system, upon the power of which 
the dynasty was based. 7 

“The advantages which a war would 
entail were painted to us in glowing 
colors. When one considers the ev- 


man, 


eits since August, 1914, these prom-, 


ises can only be regarded as ludicrous; 
but at that time the great majority 
among us believed in their realiza- 
tion. 

“To me, personally,” the manufac- 
turer continues, “30,000 acres of lana 
in Australia were promised, as well 
as a loan of 3 million at 3 per cent. 
for their exploitation. Other houses 
were promised economic concessions 
in India, if that country were conquer- 
ed by Germany in 1915. 

“A syndicate of twelve big firms 
had subscribed a capital of 400 mil- 
lion for the exploitation of Canada 
Approaches were made to every 
branch of the business world. Heavy 
indemnities were to be imposed on the 
vanquished peoples, thus relieving the 
fortunate Gernian business men from 
any burden of taxation for many 
years, 

“These promises were not made 
frivolously. On the kaiser’s orders 
they were set forth in the fullest de- 
tail by Bethmann-Hollweg, in the 
course of various conferences with the 
business world, and in many instances 
were personally given. 

“I was present at one of these mect- 
ings. The kaiser delivered one of his 
flamboyant speeches, and if only one- 
half of his promises had been realiz- 
ed most of the business men of Ger- 
many would have been enriched be- 
yond dreams even of the most avar- 
icious among them. 

“The kaiser waxed particularly en- 
thusiastic over the project of the con- 
quest of India. “We will not only oc- 
cupy India,” he said, ‘we will conquer 
it, and the heavy tribute which Eng- 
land has raised from the native prin- 
ces will, after our conquest, flow to 
Germany like’a golden river. In the 
richest lands of the world the German 
flig will wave above all others. I do 
not make you promises that cannot be 
kept. They will be kept if you are 
prepared to make the sacrifices which 
are necessary in order to bring our 
country into'the position to which she 
is entitled in the world, and which she 
will hold. Whoever refuses his sup- 
port is a traitor to Germany.’ Who- 
ever voluntarily gives his support will 
weap a rich reward.’” 

Whereupon, everybody hoched him- 
self hoarse and all bellowed 
“Deutscheland uber Alles.” -The war 
lord was wearing his glittering winged 
helmet then, not the Amerongen fe- 
dora; the imperial hands were clasp- 
ing a sword hilt, not an ax handle.

The Farmers’ Grumble 


Do Not Get Their Fair Share of Price 
Paid By Consumer 

Two prime reasons are given by 
the farmers for the small profit of 
agriculture. One is that they do not 
get their fair share of the price paid 
by the consumer, Farm products in- 
crease from 100 to 400 per cent. above 
what is paid the producer before the 
consumer gets them. This is not fair 
to either the producer or the consu- 
mer. What is needed is a simplifica- 
tion of our complex system of dis- 
tribution by which ‘much of the cost 
of handling:and the profits taken by 
successive handlers is eliminated. The 
other prime complaint is that farm 
labor has disappeared and that farms 
must be worked by their owners. It 
is alleged that the high wages and the 
facilities for enjoyment offered in the 
cities ‘have lured the farmer’s son and 
his hired man away from the farm, 
and labor enough to work the old 
acreage does not exist. Undoubtedly 
this is largely true.—St, Louis Globe 
Democrat.
